Un 
driving at length to the offloeofmy 
line of tieamera I learned to my 
great Joy that niy veeael had been 
deialued and would not aall until tlie 
rulluwing Tueeday.

keep it aa a souvenir. Qa* arowda 
of people wore aaaeqibied on the 
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who hare l>een on ship-board can ap- 
praolala how scant the apace in the 
stsla-roomt la. Whenever we de- 
air*d Mdcaaa we had to do so one at a 

time. The first afternoon all were 
happy and delighted with life on tbe 
ocean wave and wished the voyage 
could laat forever. Everyone wout 
down to dinner aud ate heartily 
In the evening there was a ya»l 
amount of ainging and plaviug on 
the piano. Tba next moralog tbe 
scene wu changed. Many did not 
appear at liroakfaat at all and acme 
ol ilioao who did aeemed to be very 
aorrv that they wore there On 
going out OB dook OB* found some 
of the most miaarBbi* looking creai 
urea that 0B*«r*r aBW. lying In their 
ateamer-cbairi. Bat tkwr Ikrad b*t- 
ter than ihoae who remained in their 
bertha, aince on ilie sea it la better 
to remain in llie opeii air an iiiiirli an 
poaalbla. One youth bad bi^guu to 
get seasick belbre the vessel atarted. 
Uut soon almost everyone recovered 
Tbe weather was tine and the sea 
waa calm. And it continued ao for 
aeveral daya until aome of tboae who 
had not been feeling well began to 
laugh at aeastckaeaa aad say tliat it 
waa more than half imaginary, that 
they knew they would never be aoa- 
aick again. lodeed eome wentao 
far aa to aay that the good weather 
waa becoming mouotouoiia and that 
a aiorm would bo lu order. They 
were not to be diaappoiutotl. One 
morning Old Ocean awoke In a very 
bad huOMr. Tba dimplaa on bia 
face waraehtBgad MoatiaoBs frowna. 
The wind broke OBf maiBatay and 
til. I waves rolled hMl While the 
li;;lit playe.l upoB tSem and |.'avi' 
them a thousand obangiug colors. 
The spray was continually dashing 
over tbe deck. The storm continued 
for aeveral houra fully long enough 
10 aatisfy thoao who had wished for 
it. Almoat everyone was sick and 
there waa hardly a corporal's guard 
at breakfaat and dinner. A vast 
amount of tribute waa paid to Nep- 
tune thai day. . ^ , 

It ia a dreamy kind of life tbat one 
loads on ahipboard. Kaling ami 
(deeping are the two moat liiiiiorlanl 
iloiua and the cool breezea give one a 
very hearty appetite, which is glad- 
dened at aigfat of the well-auppiied 
tables. Whaaoaa ia well wiapped 
up, loongiogOB daek la the steamer 
ebaira and reading or chatting, there 
la a favorite way of passing tlie time. 
Occaaionally one wlsbeeto goto tho 
forecas'Je lo watch the prow aa tho 
■bip plows bar way through tlie 
foaming waler. Sometimes one is 
aronsedby tho cry of "whale," and at 
other tlmeait ia ploaaant to lean over 
the rail and gaze at the aos-gulla aa 
they lloat in the air or walk upon tho 
faeo of the waler. it ia one of tbe 
grandest algbta in ail nature, when 
the sun isunobsoared bv oloods, to 
watch bim sink Into the bosom of tbe 
deep. I really began to feel sad 
we aearod tho end of our voyage, 
was to be separated from my friends 
Just as I waa beginning to kno 
them well. In tbe afterouou of tbe 
tenth day we caught algbt of the dis 
tant shores of Ireland, •llhough tb* 
blue coast line was hardly to be 
linguiahed from thu blue of the sky. 
Tiie next morning when wo awoke 
wo found ouraelvea ao noar that we 
could aee the housaa, while the flalda 
with their different colore strangely 
roaembled the patches of acrszy quilt, 
rhe Scenery as one goes up tlie Flrtb 
of Clyde Is aa fine as any tbat I have 
over seen aad I shall alwaya ro- 
tsiu tbe remembrance of those purple 
bills and moBBtatatka Man at early 
mora. At laUltta ** tlOppad off 
(ireonock aad went through with tho 
usual farce of having our baggage 
examined. Wo were then trans 
fened to a tug aud at 4 o'clock iu tho 
afurnoon of Saturday, Jniy SO, I set 
fool for the flrat time upoo the shores 
of tbe Old World. 

We proceeded by rail from Oroen 
ock to Olaagow. Sunday morning I 
rlattod tha oalabralad old Cathedral 
Ihara aad after aarrlca I went over 
the Bridge of Sighs to the top of the 
boautiful, terraced cemetery— tha Ne- 
cropolia. Tho calmness of tbe day 
with a silence unbroken asve by the 
chimes from a neighboring church 
illled tha aonl with a divine peace. 
Uenday •flarnoon I went lo Ayo 
where I walked across the "Two 
Bridges." I then strolled lo the collage 
iu which Hums was born, visited Al- 
oway Kirk where Tarn O'Sbanter 
saw Ihe "warlocks and witches in a 
dance," and In whose yard lies Burns' 
father. After viewing the Burn* 



the oaat side towers Bea Lomoad 
As we ueared tbe northern end we 
caught a glimpse of Hob Kiy's Cave 
iu tlie dlalauco. Wo next went by 
roach to Loch Katrine, tlio scene ol 
a part of tbe "Lady of the Lake." In 
anoLlier stearLer— the "llob Koy"— 
wo traveraed Ihie body of waler 
which ia like a polished mirror 
framed liy massive niountalns. Oii 
our way we paiecd "F.lleu'n lale" 
We next drove through Ihe faiiion- 
pasi of the Trosaohs to Callauder 
wbaraIloolilS*latbr8Urling. Here 
I visited tha Wailaoa Mosnment, tbe 
celebralod Stirling Castle, Orey- 
friara Church and Cambuskonnolb 
Abbey. In Edinburgh, tho ".Modern 
Athens" and one of tho richeat i lile« 
lu the worjd in historic aud literary 
aaaociatlons, I saw too many thing, 
to mention here. Among tbe moat 
Inioreatiug were the Castle Holyrooil 
I'alaco and Abbey, redoleiH witli 
memories of Mary, tiueeu of Scott, 
John Knox's grave, tbe ScotU Mon- 
amaat aad Artbnrii Baal, • high hii 
rirom whieb tb*r* la a obsrmiBg view 
of tha city. 

From Edinburgh I went to Mel- 
rose where I visited the famous Mel- 
roee, Abbey. I walked out to Abluna- 
ford, tbe home of Scott Sir Walter'. 
Hiudy wMb hla ohatt aad booka, looks 
aa if ba had Jaat left it. From Mai- 
rose I waat to Laada *ad Umb to 
Birmingham, where I spent the 
night. From there 1 went to War- 
wick and tbouce to Stratford-on- 
Avon. Here I viaited tbe Shake- 
apeare Memorial Building and The- 
atre aud then Holy Triaily Church, 
upon the baaBtilbl AtroB, where 
dbakoapeara liaa aad wh*n I saw 
hla grav* wUll th* wall kaOWa>pi- 
taph said to kBTB btu aoapoaad by

"flood traad, lor Jsaasaak* forlMan, 
To die Ik. aoM asa l aasi i kat*: 
Blast M iha maa that aparaa tbo atonM, 
AB'I ourai iM ha Ualmoroa mj twaw." 
Anne llaihaway, his wife, sleeps 
by hla aide. 1 next went to the 
Shakespeare houae and it waa with 
peculiar feelings that 1 atood iu tlie 
low-ceiled room ia which tbe great- 
eet wrliar of tk* world waa tion. 
Visitors from avanr elim* have 
ratcbed their namea on tho 
wHlla and wiiidowa. One finds 
tlio aulographs of many of 
the iuimoriaia— Byron, bcoll, Wash- 
ington Irving, Duke of Welliuglou, 
" jm Moore, Cha*. Ulckeua, and ulh- 
s From Stratford I went 10 Ox- 
ford, where I spent the night at a 
(iiainl old Inn— the "King's Arms." 
I he next day I viaited tho famous 
Uodlean Library and aeveral of Ibe 
oolleg**. I hare a peculiar rever- 
ence for tha old town of Oxford. The 
aanio arteruoon I reached London, 
tlie liiib uf the uuiverao. I atopped 
at a hotel un Choapaide, not far from 
tit. raul'a Cathedral. I apeut three 
daya In London, aud altbuugb I aaw 
a great deal within tbat time, I came 
away feeling that I ought to have 
spout at least thraa months there. 
During the whole of my trip and 
particularly In Ixindon, 1 found my 
abilitv to do a vast amount of walk- 
ng of very great service to me. Une 
can ace au muoh more when one

Iry wliere llnTe is so much to ad- 
mire aa there is In the past and pres- 
ent of.Ganiiany. To learo liBOtbar 
language, to have the mind thrown 
into uew channels -T thought, to Iw 
surrounded h\ siiannei'^ and customs 
different from our own.

While in Lou- 
don I viaited St. I'aul'a where In ad- 
dition to the admiring architecture, 
I aaw a great many notoworthy 
thinga, in particular the famous stat- 
nesand tba pompoaa hearse of Well- 
ington, but unfortnaateiy I missed 
the tiiagnlllceut view from tbe Ball, 
aa visitors have not been allowed 
there since tbe building waa tbreat- 
aned by dyaamllars some time ago 
I viaitad alao tha Charter llouae, 
where Thackeray and other famoua 
men attended sebool, Ijoudon Bridge. 
Weatminster Bridge, Charing Croes, 
where, sa Dr. Johnson saye, "the tide 
of existence IS :" Trafalgar Siiuare, 
Hyde Park, Bensiugton Museum 
anid'many other places of interest. 
Suilday erealng I heard a powerful 
sermon from Spurgeon in bia taber- 
nacle. The two things in London that 
Intoraeted me most were the Tower 
and WMlmiaatar Abbey. 

From Loadon I w ent by rail to 
Harwich, where I took steamer for 
\iitwerp. I did not Stop in Ant- 
werp or llrusaols as it waa impo.sible 
for mo lo make the people uudor- 
ataqd my t'ronch aud for mo to un- 
derstand theira. I was glad when I 
crossed tha border and reached 
Colbgne. Here I rlaited the Cathe- 
dral which Is the most magnlllconi 
(iothlc buildlug Jn the world, and 
from one of Its towers I saw the 
Uhloe for the first time. I went up 
the Rhine by steamer from Cologne 
to Havaiisi^ stopping for tbe uigbt at 
CoUeooa'.

Wo 
passed tbo beautiful ruins of many 
eaalies tbat called up before our 
minds b*(0l«'6gaiaatbat moTtd ia a 
past long atae* dead, and jait be- 
f .re reaching Msyenco we aaw "fair 
BlDgenonthu Uhlno." l'"rom May- 
ence I wont to Worms where I vis'it 
ed the cathedral and the monument 
in honor of Ijuther. I went next to 
Heidelberg where 1 spent tbe night. 
Th* followiug day I visited tba nni- 
voraity and the old castle — the grand- 
est ruin in Germany. I alao ellml)ed 
Iho Hcenigstuhl*— a moaatain 
whoncn there is a roagni&oent Tiew 
of Hoidelberg, the llh'.ne and Neckar 
valloya, tho Black Forest, etc. From 
Hoidelberg I went to Frankfbrt, the 
handsome city on the Mala. Hero I 
found much tu admire. I Tliite<t tbe 
house In which Goethe waa born 
and saw there in addition to many 
other thinga Ooetbe'a Puppentheatrcf 
and aa atteiapt of bia to draw a 
witoh-sceae. While in ErankfortI 
visited also the old Homer t— Ihe 
town hall iu whic^li ia a room liued 
with portraits of the cniporors for a 
loag' period and anoilier room In 
Whieb tho electors met to choose 
them. I had intended to atop iu 
Wuimar, the town ao rich In memo- 
ries of Goethe, Schiller, Herder and 
Wieland, but by this time I waa so 
thoronghly tired of so much seeing 
without auSulent time to digest it, 
that I eoBCladad to go directly to 
Latpalg. Weimar ia not far away 
and I expect to vialt It In a short 
time.' I reached Leipzig Monday, 
Aagusl 6, rather more than a montli 
after leaving Uopklnavllle.
